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REMARKS 

This responds to the Office Action mailed on February 1, 2006. Claims 1, 15 and 41 are 
amended, claims 2-5, 7-14, 16-19 and 26-38 are canceled, and claims 42-46 are added; as a 
result, claims 1, 6, 15, 20-25 and 39-46 are now pending in this application. Applicant 
respectfully reserves the right to reintroduce canceled claims in one or more divisional 
applications. 

§ 702 Rejection of the Claims 
Claim 1 was rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 102(e) for anticipation by Kruger et al. (U.S. 
6,502,458) Possey et al. (U.S. Publication 2003/0033867) or Lebrun et al. (U.S. 6,807,875). 
Claim 1 has been amended to include the language of claim 2, which was found to be allowable. 
Applicant respectfully requests reconsideration and allowance. 

§ i03 Rejection of the Claims 
Claims 15, 20 and 41 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Kruger et al., Possey et al., or Lebrun et al. in view of Pokharna et al. (U.S. 6,358,327). Claim 
15 has been amended to include the language of claim 16, which was found to be allowable. 
Claim 41 has been amended to include language from claim 16. Applicant respectfully requests 
reconsideration and allowance. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 2 and 16 were objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
were indicated to be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims. Their base claims have been amended to incorporate 
the language of these dependent claims. 

Claims 6, 21-22 and 39-40 were allowed. 
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Withdrawn Claims 23-25 
Applicant respectfully requests consideration and allowance of withdrawn claim 23-25, 
which depend on allowed claim 21.
